Cotton Variety Testing 
committee, meeting in Visalia, 
adopted a. resolution 
recommending that a new 
cotton strain, T-1307, be 
released for planting in 1974 in 
wilt-problem areas of the San 
Joaquin valley. 

Joint action by the US. 
Department of Agriculture, 
California Department of Food 
and Agriculture, and University 
of California Agricultural 
Experiment station is required 
before any new cotton strain can 
be released for commercial 
planting in the Valley. 

The CCVTC motion came 
after data presented by 
researchers showed that in yield 
tests conducted this season on 
heavy wilt-infested land T-1307 
outyielded tests conducted this 
season on heavy wilt-infested 
land T-1307 outyielded both 
SJ-1, the present San Joaquin 
valley cotton, and SJ-2, the 
variety designated for general 


it was explained that if, 


released as requested the T- 1307, 
would be intended only for wilt 
areas. The committee 
emphasized all test results show 
that. SJ-2 consistently has out 
performed T-1307 in non-wilt 
areas of the valley. 

Dick Bassett, University 
agronomist in charge of the 
testing program, announced that 
nine-location variety trials have 
put SJ-2 in first place for the 
third consecutive year, with first 
picking yields of 866 pounds per 
acre. 

Enough T-1307 seed was 
produced this season to plant up 
to 80,000 acres in 1974 
including the quantity needed 
for further seed increase. Total 
cotton acreage in the valley is 
expected to reach 1,080,000 
acres next season, an increase of 
about 20% over 1973, according 
to survey figures of the 
California Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors.

With White House announcement of a new energy 
czar, William E. Simon, and the coordination of all 
energy matters under Simon’s jurisdiction, if Congress 
rp ag the nation can hope for more action and less 
talk about new programming. 

In a little noted aside, Simon, in his first public 
appearance as energy boss, came up with one ex- 
tremely practical proposal for consideration. That pro- 
posal would be for a second trans-Alaska pipeline to 
parallel the one presently approved in order to move 
more oil more quickly to the rest of the nation from 
Alaska’s major North Slope oil field. 

Not knowing the economics or what feasibility 
studies have preceeded Mr. Simon’s suggestion there 
is no way to say let’s hop to it, or not. The fact is, how- 
ever, that it is the kind of practical thinking to meet 
a major need at an early date which is overdue. Inte- 
rior Secretary Morton’s go ahead for oil shale develop- 
ment on a trial basis is another. And there are others 
—coal degasification, nuclear, geothermal, solar and 
renewed offshore drilling that need some hard-headed 
viewing. We have had enough wringing of the hands 
-and buck passing. Hopefully Mr. Simon’s office can get

‘Dark Angel’ Recalls 
Pitt's Football Pirates

FORTY-THREE YEARS ago a stur- 
dy, good-looking native of Porterville 
played fullback as a sophomore for 
Coach Slip Madigan’s St. Mary’s Col- 
lege Gaels and had New York report- 
ers searching for adjectives and ad- 


ce y % ae 
Angelo “Angel” Brovelli 


verbs to describe his brilliant perfor- 
mance in a 20-12 upset victory over 
Eastern powerhouse Fordham at the 
Pole Grounds. 

That 1930 battle not only kicked off 
a classic intersectional series which 
covered a dozen contests but also 
marked the Rams’ only loss of the 
Season. 


Since 1940 that sophomore full- 
back, Angelo Brovelli — dubbed 
“Dark Angel of Moraga” by Al Santo- 
ro, then sports editor of the old Oak- 
land Post-Inquirer—has resided on a 
ranch two miles southwest of Galt. 


BROVELLI, AT 63 only a few 
pounds over his playing weight of 195 
— “but maybe I’ve shrunk a little 
‘rom 6 feet” — couldn't help but re- 
nininsce last Saturday while the 
hittsburgh Steelers were drubbing the 
Sin Francisco 49ers at Candlestick 
Pirk. In 1933 Angelo was on Pitts- 
birgh’s first National Football 
Lrague club, owned and operated 
then as it is now by Art Rooney — “a 
rei] good owner.” However, they 
Started out as the Pirates, not the 
Steclers. 

One of St. Mary’s all-time greats, 
Brove]li didn’t care if he played pro 
bal! cr not after his collegiate days 
were over. 


But NFL people began contacting 
him. No draft in that era: instead, you 
shoppec around for the best deal. 


“TIM 9’MARA, OWNER of the New 
York Giants, wouldn’t give me the 
money I wanted,” said Angelo. “The 
offer from Pittsburgh, believe it or 
not, came from Rooney through a 
friend, Milt Jaffe, who had Holly- 
wood connections, the Marx Brothers 
and Dr. Margaret Chung, then a quite 
famous San Franciscan who knew my 
wife, Carcline. 

“Finally, I signed with the Pirates. 


“What did I get? We were paid by 
the game, I don’t recall exactly but it 
was high. I’ve been told I made as 
much if not more than players like 
Benny Friedman, Ken Strong, Red 
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Monday, December 17, 1973 


Grange, Beattie Feathers and Bronko 
Nagurski.” 


THE TWO CAMPAIGNS Brovelli 
spent with Pitt’s Pirates — his only 
two years as a pro — were losers. 

“Those days you played 60 mip. 
utes,” he said. “On defense I was a 
safety. We weren’t much but I played 
against some great ones. 


“Grange was over the hill by then 
but there was Nagurski. He’d just kil] 
you. I guess one of the reasons I quit 
when I did was because I'd gotten 
brave and met him head-on. 


“WHEN I LEARNED I'd been trad- 
ed in ’34 I didn’t know what to do. 
Anyway, that night I got together 
with the coach and some players. 

“We had a litfle party. I got drunk 
and figured, ‘What the hell, I’m tired 
of being beaten around. I’m all 
bruised up.’ 


“The next day I got on a plane and 
flew back to California. That was the 
end of my playing football.” 


THE 1930 FORDHAM game saw 
several men from this area on the 
field for the Gaels. 

“That’s right,” recalled Angelo. 
“Guys like Garry Vivaldi and Maury 
McCaffrey of Sacramento, Bob Pat- 
terson and Dick Boyle of Vallejo and 
Dick Sperbeck Sr., Dutch Rubel and 
Charley Baird of Marysville.” 


Vince Lombardi was a Fordham 
freshman in ’30 and watched the game 
from the stands but Brovelli played 
against him later and got to known 
him. 

“I saw Vince several years ago at the 
Pro Bowl in Los Angeles,” said An- 
gelo. “He was with Paul Horning and 
Jim Taylor. He told Taylor ‘You think 
you're a tough runner — well, you 
should have seen this dago - ---’.” 


THE “DARK ANGEL” was on the 
1933 West Shrine squad — coached 
by Babe Hollingberry, Dana X. Bible 
and Percy Locey — which beat the 
East 21-13. 

“California’s Hank Schaldach made 
all our points,” he said. “Also playing 
for the West was Ernie Caddell, the 
Stanford halfback who’s now in Rose- 
ville. 

“Schaldach, as a matter of fact, 
beat St. Mary’s in the only game we 
lost in ’°30. We had a 6-0 lead over the 
Bears but he scored a TD and drop- 
kicked the extra point.”

After working for the Standard Oil 
Company a few years, Angelo 
switched his primary sports interest 
from football to thoroughbreds soon 
after settling at the ranch near Galt. 


“WE HAVE MARES,” he said, “and 
breed to outside stallions. There’s a 
2-year-old filly by Greek Money out of 
a Motorist II mare in training. 

“Our two best horses were Humoso 
and Patricius, both winners in allow- 
ances. Humoso raced in stakes down 
south, never winning but also never 
finishing worse than fourth. 


“Jimmy Kilroe (Santa Anita racing 
secretary) told me, ‘Ang, you’ve got 
to win one of these stakes sooner or 
later,’ But Humoso never did. Maybe 
we used the wrong jockeys.”

Cotton Kesearch station at 
Shafter, T-1307 is, like SJ-2, an 
Acala cotton and is expected to 
complement SJ-2 in. the 
valley-wide production program. 

Other yield data was 
presented by Dr. H.B. Cooper, 
cotton breeder at the Shafter 
station. This revealed that in 
first picking this season of nine 
test locations in wilt areas 
T-1307 outyielded SJ-2 by 909 
pounds to 882 pounds. On the 
other hand, SJ-2, with a 1,027 
pound average, outproduced all 
other varieties in 13 non-wilt 
locations. 

The CCVTC testing program 
was initiated at the suggestion of 
the California state legislature 
and now is in its eighth year. It 
is administered by a committee 
of growers elected in each of the 
valley’s cotton counties, and by 
agency and industry appointees. 

Dick Markarian of Fresno 
county, chairman, announced an 
election of committee members 
for Fresno and Kings counties 
will be held in February. 
Nominations for the positions 
will be accepted until Jan. 18.
